mingham, England, arrived here yetter- 
day from Rcaljo, Nicaragua, lie aaye 
that the day before he sailed (May 22) 
there was a terrific eruption from the 
volcano 
Momotombo. Telegraphic in- 


formation was received at Realjo on the 
23d to the effect that the City of Mana- 
gua, the capital of the country, had been 
practically 
destroyed 
by the 
violent 


earthquakes which 
accompanied 
the 


eruption. 
The earth on which the city 


wus built suddenly sunk, soon after the 
convulsion beiian, three feet below its 
former le\el. All the buildings were 
completely wrecked. 
It was reported 


there was loss of life, hut how creat waa 
nnt known when the Pacific Mail steamer 
sailed. 


Telegraphic Intelligence from 3 town 


at the terminus of a railroad fort;1 iiiles 
from Kealjo, was e\en more 'tu'lling. 
That place was being fast buried beneath 
hot \olcnnic ashes, and many lives had 
been lost.

President Cleveland 


has conijned himself strictly to his oflie* and 
his bedroom, and he lias spent no tiora time 
in tbe other apartments than though the 
White House was a great hotel, and he was 
living in it 


The White House is, after all, much like a 


hotel. 
Ibo president's family have only 


about one-third of it as their private qual 
tern, and the public trot around through the 
remaining two-thirds at will 
Tbe bouse 


has cobt about 12,000,000 and it is a big, old 
fashioned structure with lots of waste room. 
The ceilings of the ground floor are thirty two 
feet high aud the front vestibule and hall with 
its glass wall and marble flooi is as cold as a 
barn and about as dreary 
A half dozen 


messengers are always present in it, and it 
looks more like an entrance to an art gallery 
than to the private quarters of the ruler of a 
gieat republic 
The East room would make 


a very nice ball i com but it is of no earthly 
good exi ept for grand receptions, and one 
might as well try to make a living room of a 
two acie Bold as of It. Besides it Is thrown 
open to visitors until 2 o'clock every day 
Its chairs always stand back against the 
wall as though they weie chained there, and 
the big chandeliers which light it, though 
they cost $5 000 apiece, look like icicles with 
their hundieds prismatic, crystal pendants, 
and free/j) the life out of any two three, or 
half do/en people assembled below them.

Tbe Whit* House had 
not been half finished when John Adams 
came into it, and his wife did most of her 
entertaining on tho second floor The East 
room was a great, bore, uncarpeted place, 
and Mrs. Cleveland was very much amused 
the other day when one of the attaches of the 
White House told her that it was here that 
Mrs Adams hung out her clothes on rainy 
wash days 


Col Lamont has one of the biggest rooms 


in the White House. It is just over the East 
room and is ihe one In which Abraham 
Lincoln used to receive his callers during the 
war 
There are four other rooms beside 


these in this part of the White House which 
are used for offices. 
One of these is devoted 


to tho bookkeeping of the presidential man- 
sion another has a telegraph operator a 
type writer and files of the lending news 
papers of the^country, and a third is a big 
waiting loom where callers are sometimes 
shown who wish to see the president All 
these looms are shut oft from Mrs. Cleve- 
land 
She could come into them if she 


wished, but she does not do so 
She has 


been sov eral times into the president's private 
office, lingering over the books in the library, 
and taking, now anJ then, one to her own 
room in another port of the house, but even 
these visita have been made when the preei 
dent was alone 


If } ou could take a nmmmoth knife and 


cut tho White House as you would a big 
cheese, you could, by drawing the blade 
across it from north to south at tha end of 
the librarv cut o« Mrs. Cleveland's part 
of the White Hi use from that of the presi- 
dent.

Mrs. Cleveland is fond of flowers, and she
